In May, the student body of the University will rote to accept or 
j reject an honor system devised by the SUtdent Government Association 

Under the SGA-propo^edsyp^^here would !>e an Honor (."(.<! 
Violations Committee. This ffltariMVWould receive letters from stu- 
dents wishing to turn in other students for cheating or to turn them- 
selves in for cheating. 

We wonder how many students are going to write letters exposing 
themselves for cheating. We also wonder If there might not be some 
temptation to turn in an innocent student by some revenge-seeking 
villain? 

The violations committee, as suggested by SGA. would have no 
real power. At most, it could reprimand; it could not expel or suspend 
a student. 

As we interpret it, there has been no justification for an honor 
system at the University of Kentucky. The issue arose, as a matter of 
fact, when it was alleged that tests were being stolen from various 
buildings. 

Under present conditions, the University may expel any student 
caught cheating. It could recommend, if it so desired, that the faculty 
be more cautious in the preparation and placement of tests and exami- 
nations. 

. It is evident that the backers of the honor system have been guilty 
I of sloppy thinking. They propose an honor system at a state university. 
>a land grant institution, where any person who meets entrance qualifi- 
cations must be admitted. 

They have been guilty of thinking that honor can be legislated. 
While we agree that law is the proper tool to enforce a moral standard 
accepted by a society, we cannot see any reason for establishing an 
honor system to replace a system that already has sufficient power to 
curb dishonesty in academic matters. 

Last, the backers of the honor system have been guilty of neglect- 
ing to study the reasons underlying successful honor systems at other 
schools. These honor systems, such as the one at Virginia, are 
on tradition and date back to Jefferson. 

We have no such traditional basis for an honor system here.

The speaker, an authority on Soviet 
plained that entire 1 1 vim t Inn "has not resulted In 
any notlreanlr Improvement In the productivity of 
agriculture." 

He added that control over agriculture is im- 
perative to the Communist system, but that the 
system has become extremely unpopular In both 
Russia and her satellites 

Participating in the three-day session last week 
were approximately 40 rural sociologists, and agri- 
cultural economists, who are specialists familiar 
with Eastern Europe. 



Dr. MosHy pointed nut that the Russian satel- 
lites In Eaatern Europe dM not respond rearill* to 
the Sitvlet demands of rnllrrtlvixatlon This led to 
a temporary slow-down and partial reversal In 

It* 

In Communist China the obstacles to war all- 
ollt rnllectlviMtion of agriculture hnve been even 
greater than in Eastern Europe. Dr Mosely said 
Despite this, the goal remains unchanged 

•The stronger the resistence of the peasantry 
to collectlvlred agriculture, the less the Rovlet re- 
Hlme can rely on the sHtelhtes as auxiliaries for an 
attack on Western Europe and the United States." 

Dr. Mnaely concluded that the Importance of 
the situation to America's own security waa one 
reason why the University promoted the seminar.

What is a university? A university is a 
place; it k a spirit: it is men of learning, a 
collection of hooks, laboratories where icork 
in science goes forward; it is the source (rf 
tcaehinp. of tlie beauties of literature and the 
arts; it is the center where ambitious youth 
gathers to learh; it protects the traditions, 
honors the new and tests Us vahw. it be- 
lieves in truth, protests against error, and 
leads men by reason rather than by force. 

This famous definition of a university, our 
university, by Frank L McVVy, the fifth 
president of UK, was brought home force- 
hilly in the address given by President Her 
man L Donovan to the Newcomen Society. 

President Donovans Newcomen Address, 
dealing with the history of the University ot 
Kentucky, was given at the "1955 Kentucky 
Dinner" of the Newcomen Society in North 
America, held at Lexington on April 14. 195"). 
The NeWCOmen Society was begun 30 \eais 
ago as a voluntary association interested in 
the background factors that have contributed 
or are contributing to the progress ot man- 
kind. 

In concluding his comments on the his- 
torical growth and struggles of our uni- 
versity, Dr. Donovan said that the university 
today is the reward of the "vanguard of 
noble souls who have scr\ed here' and h&Ve 
"paid in blood and sweat and tears for that 
thing we call the spirit ot the institution. 

Our inheritance' today is a university 
w ith a "vigorous, scholarly faculty" of 7<M). an 
enrollment of 7.838 different students in 
1998-54, a 'grow ing library of Approximately 
7(K).0(X) volumes." a "series of great labora- 
tories w herein research is carried; on, . amk 
physical properties acquired nvek a period of 
ninety years worth more than $40.(KX).(HK). 

Dr. Donovan showed how this "inherit- 
ance" that is OUTS today was not the result i >1 
overnight miracle, but a long, slow process 
ot toil, vision, conflict, and determination. 

He pointed out the dream of UK's first 
champion. John B. Bowman, who said. "I 
want to build up a people's institution, a 
• great free university, eventually open and 



accessible to the poorest lx>\ in the land . . . 
universities have been accessible only to the 
few, such are the expense* attending them." 

According to history, UK had to make 
three starts before the university was ac- 
cepted and permanently established. "Men 
with little vision, religious bigots' stnod in 
the way of the development of a liberal 
state school from the very beginning of 
Transylvania through to the day of Presi- 
dent James K. Patterson, w hen "sermons de- 
nouncing the state school were preached 
from one end of Kentucky to the other. . . . 

The dissentions between the denomina- 
tional schools and public colleges were 
straightened out during the time of President 
McVey, and today these colleges are aware 
of the fact that there is room for all of them 
and that their "common foe is ignorance, not 
each other." 

The story of UK includes cultural, educa- 
tional, and scientific development, becoming 
the "intellectual center ot the State." the 
elevation of the professor to a "highly hon- 
ored and respected .scholar and a man ot 
dignity," and economic rewards tor Ken- 
tucky people from the research laboratories. 

UK's "This Is Your Life" story told by Dr. 
Donovan is fascinating, excitinu, and im- 
portant to each student who now enjoys the 
benefits earned the hard way by our prede- 
cessors. 

We who move "daily upon the e rrands of 
the mind" at UK have a great deal to live 
\ip to and a responsibility to see that the 
dreams, visions, and ideals entrenched in 
each acre and every brick of our university 
are never lost. 

.E>;eH thouuh we represent "every county 
to Kerttucky, thirty-six states, and twenty 
s. ven foreign countries." we first and fore- 
most represent a university, the University 
of Kentucky:— "an intellectual spirit that 
abides on the Campus, an intangible value 
that amnot be measured physically by 
scales."

THE MOONS OF MARS 

All the people I know have lived 
on a planet which couid boast of 
but one satellite. They call this 
satellite "Moon". It hat some pe- 
culiar characteristics in that it 
turns on its axis but once in a trip 
around the mother planet, re- 
volves about this earth from west 
to east, yet travels so slowly that 
it appears to travel from east to 
west, and was really born of Earth, 
being torn from her bosom some 
two billion years ago It is believed 
that no other satellite of any other 
planet has been created in this 
manner. 

Our moon has probably been one 
test of the power of -suggestion. 
More than one reputable astron- 
omer "discovered' a moon very 
similar to ours but belonging to 
Earth's sister planet. Venus. Its 
orbit and size were reported to 
have been computed a::d they, like 
Venus, were in complete agreement 
with the corresponau^ observa- 
tions of Earth and Moon. 

This leads us to probably one of 
the most fantastic guesses in the 
development of astronomy, from 
the deep dark ages when star- 
viewers knew nothing, to the pres- 
ent, when, relatively speaking, we 
know only a little more. Well over 
a hundred years before the discov- 
ery of the two tiny satellites of 
Mars, Voltaire mentioned them in 
a story and Swift, ia "Gulliver's 
Travels," had the Laputans discov- 
ering them. The sixes were sur- 
prisingly accurate- 

In 1877 Asaph Hall discovered 
the two moons and named them 
for the two seedo o: the god of 
War, Phobos (fear* and Deimos 
(panic). Phobos ia about 10 miles 
in diameter, revolt es at a distance 
Ol 4,000 miles frorr. Mars (one 
Mars-diameter), completes one 
sidereal revolution In less than 
eight hours, rises every eleven 
hours, and is abov? the Martian 
horizon for only four hours. It is 
unique in that it revolves faster 
than the mother plant* <or should 
we say " father" i rotates and thus 
rises in the west. ra:e-> across the 
sky eastward, and sef.s m the east. 

Deimos, on the oth?r hand, is 
smaller but farther trom Mars. It 
is only five miles in diameter and 
has a period of rotation of 30 



hours, and is 25 percent longer 
than the Martian day. Conse- 
quently, jt rises in the east and 
gropes its way across the sky west- 
ward. Because of its lagging be- 
hind, this allows a man on Mars 
to be turned away. Deimos ac- 
tually remains in the Martian sky 
for about three days. 

The sketch above shows the rela- 
tive sizes of Mars, Earth, and the 
orbits of Phobos and Deimos. Our 
moon would be shown 60 Mars' 
diameters away at one-half the 
diameter of Mars. 

If one of our duck hunters were 
to visit Mars, Phobos would appear 
to him to be about one-third as 
large as our moon but much, much 
dimmer. Deimos would have the 
appearance of Venus. However, 
our friend would probably be a lit- 
tle disgusted. Phobos would be 
flying" too fast to shoot and 
Deimos . . . well It's no fun shoot- 
ing a sitting duck. 

Q. How does refraction of light 
by our earth's atmosphere effect 
the apparent position of a star? 
<STT> 

A The illustration above will 
serve to show that the nearer the 
star is to being directly overhead, 
that is. at the Zenith, the less is 
the error in observed position and 
actual position. As the star "sets", 
the error becomes greater, the star 
always being lower than it appears 
to be. Thus, we actually see stars 
and our sun after they are below 
the horizon. A similar effect can 
be obtained by placing a coin on 
the bottom of a bucket and then 
pushing the bucket away from you 
until you no longer see the coin 
over the edge. By adding water 
the coin can be seen. 

Q. Is our north star also the 
north star of the other planets? 
(PT) 

v No. The north star pointed 
out by a particular planet depends 
upon the planet's inclination on 
its axis and the plane of its path 
around the sun. For instance, Den- 
eb, the bright star in the summer 
constellation Cygnus (The Swam, 
is the rorth star of Mars Strange- 
ly enough, due to precession. Den 
eb will be our north star about 
9.000 A.D.

Speech And Hearing Clinic 
Provide Many Services

The UK Speech and Hearing 
Center is one of the Important 
service centers on campus about 
which little is known by students. 
Besides the services it provides, it 
also gives practical training to 
'hose who are training in speech 
pathology and or audiology. 

The center is a non-profit train- 
ing service project operated by the 
Department of Psychology, and the 
College of Arts and Sciences in 
cooperation with other subsidies 
These subsidies are provided by 
the Lexington Junior League, the 
Lexington Council of Jewish Wom- 
en, Kentucky Society for Crippled 
Children, and Payette County 
Chapter of the Crippled Children's 
Society. 

The purpose of the center as de- 
fined by Dr. Charles Diehl, direc- 
tor, is ill to train professional per- 
sonnel in the field of speech path- 
ology and /or audiology and in the 
related areas of psychology, educa- 
'ion. sociology, and physiology and 
(2l to evaluate, advise, and give 

herapy to persons who have 
.peerh and hearing difficulties. 
The services are conducted under 

he supervision of the center di- 
-ector. a staff composed of an 
audiologist. a full-time speech 
'herapist. a classroom teacher, a 
graduate assistant, therapists in 
training, and an executive secre- 

ary. 

Regardless of age. sex, color, re- 
igion. or ability to pay. anyone 
xith a speech or hearing handi- 
cap is eligible for service. Specific 
fees are listed for the services, but 
may be adjusted so that they mill 
be commensurated with a person s 
ability to pay. No one is denied 
service for lack of funds. The fees 
listed are only a traction of the 
actual cost ol the service rendered 

Ail clients mho cannot pay will 
be assigned to clinicians in train- 
ing who will provide therapy under 
iupervision. If a paying client is 
assigned to advanced clinicians in 
training, appropriate consideration 
vtll be made in regard to a re- 
vision of fees. 

Any student enrolled at the Uni- 
versity is automatically entitled to 
•he services of the c linic. No more 
ban two individual therapy Na- 
tions a week, however, are offered. 

The defects considered for eval- 
mtion and for therapy are delayed 
speech, articulatorv disorders (hav- 



ing to do with speaking clearly 
and distinctly*, cleft palate speech, 
stuttering, voice disorders, speech 
defect* caused by a child associat- 
ing with a person speaking a lan- 
guage other than English, defective 
hearing, cerebral palsy >peech and 
aphasia < loss or impairment of the 
power to use or understand 
speech >. 

A student wanting to go into the 
field of speech pathology and au- 
diology may do it through two 
courses of action at the University. 
He may major in p&ycnology and 
specialize in speech and hearing. 
This is the curricula taken gen- 
erally by those who want to do 
hospital or university clinic work. 

The student interested in the 
public school approach or state 1 
level jobs can enroll In special edu- 
cation in the College of Education. 
For this, 45 hours in p ro f e ssi onal 
education. 18 hours in special edu- 
cation. 4 hours in physical educa- 
tion and health, and 31 hours in 
elective* with emphasis on such 
things aa psychology, social sci- 
ences are needed. 

Dr. Diehl said that the profes- 
sion is one that is open to both 
men and women w-.th good sal- 



aries. A graduate usually can start 
at about $400 a month.

Dr. Diehl said that one reason 
more students do not go into the 
field of speech and hearing Is that 
it is not taught or emphasized in 
the high schools of Kentucky

Chambers, director of the Univer- 
sity Health Service, advised UK 
girls this week as the first real 
rprinjr days warmed the campus. 

But treatinH sunburn is nothing 
new to the Infirmary. 

Dr. Chambers says that they 
have been treating burns from sun 
lamps all winter. 

"Very seldom is a person in- 
jured enough to endanger his life." 
he said, "but it may keep him In 
bed for a few days." 

The most serious case this year 
that the Infirmary has treated was 
that of a boy who went to sleep 
f»n a Florida beach. However, his 
disability did not develop until he 
returned to school. 

Some years ago a boy went to 
fleep under a sun lamp and almost 
lost his vision. Dr. Chambers re- 
called. These examples show that 
girls are not alone in attempting 
to look like parched walnuts. 

The physician named some rules 
to follow when exposing the body 
to the sun: 

"The skin is very tender in the 
early spring, and outings should 
be short for the first few days 
until the skin has toughened. 

"Don't sleep on your back under 
either a sun lamp or the sun. 
Above all. use sun lamps with cau- 
tion because they are very power -
